INTRODUCT iON 


This bibliography has been compiled for the use of staff members of the 
Edmonton Regional Planning Commission in their research. Because it is difficult 
to know what data will be required in future research, the bibliography has been 
kept as complete as possible even though some references may seem to be of only 
marginal interest to the Commission. 


Many libraries and offices were consulted in compiling this bibliography, but 
some references have undoubtedly been ommitted. Therefore, the classification 
system is general, allowing an opportunity for additions to be made as new studies 
are carried out and ommissions noted. The classification system is an adaptation 
of the system used by the Canadian Council on Urban and Regional Research. Major 
sections, (designated by the numbers 0 through 7), have been subdivided into more 
specific categories, (designated by capital letters), with an occasional third 
level of classification, (designated by numbers). Each entry in the bibliography 
is classified according to the number and letter of its category. Some categories 
have no entries at this time, but entries will probably be made at some future date. 


When the information is known, the author, title, publisher, date and number 
of pages is provided for each reference. Next, the availability of the reference 
is provided, (although only one location is given, other offices or libraries may 
contain the book). Finally, a few generalized comments concerning the contents of 
the reference are mentioned. Hepefully this will provide enough information so 
that the user of the bibliography can decide if he or she wishes to consult a 
reference in greater detail. 


Please note that this bibliography will lose its value unless it is kept 
up-to-date. It should be revised at frequent intervals.
